Amendments by Lenroot Are 
All Rejected 


Shortridge Gets Protection 
for Grape Juice 


(BY A P. NIGHT ml 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 17.-—Few 
changes in the tariff bill were made 
today or tonight by the Senate 
in the final drive to clean up in- 
dividual amendment. When the 
Senate recessed work in the com- 


pleted and tomorrow the bill will 
be started on the last stages to 
its final passage late Saturday. 
The biggest fights today centered 
around amendments offered by 
Senator Lenroot, Republican, Wis- 
consin, proposing to reduce duties 
on table, kitchen, carving and 
similar knives; scissors and pocket- 
knives. All three of his proposals 
were rejected. | 
First he proposed a 60 per cent 
limitation on table knives, but this 
amendment lost, 36 to 28. 
Next he proposed a maximum 
of. 100 per cent on scissors. This 
amendment was rejected, 38 to 29. 
A similar limitation on pocket- 
knives was disagreed to, 33 to 26. 
Senator Lenroot argued that the 
American people should not be 
asked to pay such “perfectly out- 
rageous' taxes even to keep alive 
American industries. Senators 
Gooding. Idaho, and Stanfield, 
Oregon, leaders of the Republican 
agricultural tariff bloc, said that 
if necessary to protect an Ameri- 
can industry they would support 
duties ag high as 4000 per cent. 
Senator Gooding expressed the 
view that the people would “stand 
fog” any duty that might be neces- 
eary to protect American industry 
and labor from the cheap labor of 
Europe. 


LENROOT DISAGREES 

Senator Lenroot disagreed with 
this theory and declared he was not 
willing to support such duties as 
proposed in the cutlery sched- 
ule. 
The Senate eliminated retaliatory 
provision relating to wood pulp 
and news-print paper, which are on 
the free list. Under the provisions 
the President would have been 
authorized to impose a duty of 10 
per cent on these materials import- 
ed from countries, dependencies 
and provinces which imposed any 
export tax or other restrictions 
on their exportation. In addition 
the President would have added 
the amount of the export tax so 
imposed.
